President Truman's forecast of a 
record-smashing Treasury surplus 
of nearly five billion dollars next 
June touched off a fresh Repub- 


lican clamor today for a tax slash 
in 1948. 

‘Chairman Bridges (Rep.), of the 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
said the President's mid-year 
budget review, estimating tax re- 
ceipts this year at $41,667,000,000— 
$2,100,000,000 higher than any 
previous forecast—proves that the 
country was “robbed of a tax re- 
duction by purely political vetoes.” 

Truman twice vetoed efforts of 
the Republican-dominated Con- 
gress to trim individual income 
taxes by four billions. 

“Perhaps,” Bridges said at Fall 
River, Mass., “the President now 
will not be 80 determined about 
vetoing a tax reduction bill when 
it is p to him.” 

The f Executive said, 
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Thus, a new tax battle when 
Congress returns in January be- 
gan to take form. 

Basis of Estimates. 

Truman put the total expected 
expenditures in the current fiscal 
year at 37 billions and estimated 
Uncle Sam's income in the same 
period at 341,667,000, 000. Last 
January he set the spending figure 
at $37,528,000,000 and the surplus 
at only $202,000,000. | 

His new bright budgetary out- 
look was hinged on an expectation 
of continued high prices, taxes 
incomes ahd employment — thus 
indicating he sees no depression 
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ask for more money for its in-

tations. 


He announced that he has or- 
dered all government agencies to 
keep their next budgets below the 
ones under which they now op- 
erate. In some instances he has 
“established certain definite limi- 
tations.” 

In view of unsettled world con- 
ditions and inflationary trends, 
Truman said it would be “reck- 
less” to fail to have a substantial 
surplus. He declared any leftover 
income and part of the Treasury's 
spare cash should be applied to 
the public debt. While he did not

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SENATOR BILBO 
OF MISSISSIPPI 
DES AFTER AN 
LLNESS OF YEAR 


Champion of ‘White Su- 
premacy,’ Master of the 
Filibuster, Had Under- 
gone 3 Operations for 
Cancer. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 21 (AP) 
— Senator Theodore G. Bilbo 
(Dem.), Mississippi, master of fili- 
buster and sharp-tongued cham- 
pion of white supremacy, . died 
here today without ever having 
taken his disputed seat in the 
eightieth Congress. He was 69 
years old. 

His death left unanswered the 
question of whether he was en- 
titled to his third term in the 
Senate, from which he was barred 


on bipartisan charges of unfitness 
when Congress convened last 
January. : 
At that time Bilbo, seriously ill 
with cancer, was accused of in- 
timidating Negro voters during his 
campaign, and with misusing his 


pon on pendin 

ment of Bilbo’s health. Mean- 
while, he was allowed to draw his 
Senate salary. Rocca meee 

“If I live, I'l be back with my 
fighting clothes on,” Bilbo de- 
clared when the compromise was 
announced. , ö 

The Senator, who had under 
gone one mouth operation for 
cancer here in August of 1946, re- 
turned for another last January 
and a third in June. He spent two 
weeks in July receiving treatment 
in a Vicksburg (Miss.) hospital, 
and on Aug. 7 entered Foundation 
Hospital here for a complete phys- 
ical checkup. 

He developed a nerve inflamma- 
tion which partly paralyzed him. 
Doctors said the inflammation, 
rather than the cancer, was the 
principal immediate cause of 
death. ' 

Only yesterday Bilbo had shown 
signs of rallying from a minor 
operation which was performed 
last Monday to remove a blood 
clot from à vessel serving his 


ungs, 

Although Bilbo had taken nour- 
ishment and slept lightly during 
the afternoons since the embolism 
operation was performed, he took 
a turn for the worse at noon 
today. | 

The name Bilbo and the phrase 
“white supremacy” had become in- 
separable in the public mind, He 
had introduced a hill in Congress 
to ship the country’s 13,000,000 
Negroes back to Africa. He pub- 
licly admitted having joined the 
Ku Kiux Klan. Last year he pub- 
lished a bock entitled “Take Your 
Choice—Segregation or Mongrel- 
ization,” 

Next td his views on the race 
question, Bilbo was probably best 
known for his oratory and his 
personal adornments. 

With rich vocabulary and un- 
tiring. voice, he joined in many a 
Senate filibuster, or just filibus- 
tered, alone. His most usual tar- 
gets were anti-lynching and anti- 
poll tax proposals,

His stump speaking, varying be- 
tween homely humor and the 
bitterest invective, carried him 
through campaigns to election as 
Mississippi State Senator, Lieu- 
tenant Governor, twice as Gov- 
ernor, and three times as United 
States Senator.

2,437,000,000-BUSHEL 
CORN CROP; BELOW 
10-Y EAR AVERAGE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
The Department of Agriculture re- 
ported today that the corn crop 
was indicated at 2,487,000, 000 
bushels as of Aug. 15. 

This estimate 
2,659,949,000 bushels forecast for 
Aug. 1, last year’s record crop of 
3,287,927,000, and with the 10-year 
(1936-45) average of 2,639,102,000. 

It also compares with a Govern- 
ment production goal of three bil- 
lion bushels, Cool wet weather at 
planting time and hot, dry weath- 
er this month combined, the de- 
partment said, to cut this year's 
prospects, 

Unless there is an immediate 
favorable turn in the weather, the 
crop will be short of the quantity 
needed to maintain a high level of 
livestock production next year. 

Today's estimate was based on 
the Aug. 15 outlook in 12 major 
corn-producing states in the Mid- 
west and the Aug. 1 outlook in 


Comparisons of latest estimates 
and production last year included: 
For Missouri, 109,650,000 bushels 
estimated at mid-August; 144,738,- 
000 on Aug. 1, and production of 
171,976,000 last year. For Illinois, 
360,960,000 bushels at mid-August; 
406,080,000 on Aug. 1, and 514,368,- 
000 total yield last year.

WHOLESALE PRICES 
SET POSTWAR HIGH 
5TH STRAIGHT WEEK 


1.6 Pct, Above Mid-July and 
19 Pct. Above Same Period 
a Year Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (UP)— 
Average wholesale prices con- 
tinued a postwar record-breaking 
climb for a fifth straight week, 
last. week,. creeping up another 
three-tenths of one per cent, the 
Labor Department reported today. 

The department's Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics said average whole- 
sale prices for about 900 basic 
commodities now were only 8.5 
per cent below the peak reached 
in May 1920, immediately proceed- 
ing the sharp business recession 
of 1920-21. 

BLS said that, on the average, 
wholesale prices as of Aug. 16 
were 1.6 per cent above mid-July 
and 19 per cent above the same 
week a year ago. 

Average prices for foods were 
up seven-tenths of one per cent 
for the week, chiefly due to a 
sharp seasonal rise in dairy 
products prices. Beef, pork, and 
lamb increased slightly. Average 
wholesale food prices as of Aug. 
16 were 2.6 per cent higher than 
in mid-July and 15.7 per cent 
above mid-August last year. 


‘WALK HOME’ PLANE RIDER 


Girl Complains Boy Friend Left 
Her 30 Miles From Home. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 21 (UP) 
—A 17-year-old girl complained 
to police yesterday that her boy 
friend made her “walk home” 
from an airplane ride. She asked 
police to chargé him with “some- 
thing.” 

The girl said she argued with 
her boy friend while they were 
up in his plane. He landed at a 
small town 30 miles from Minne- 
apolis, telling her the plane 
needed repairs. She got out, she 
said, and he flew away. Assistant 
City Attorney Leo McHale said 
there was no city ordinance under 
which she could press charges. 


What Makes Homing Pigeon Go 
Home? It’s Earth's Magnetism 


SCHENECTADY, N.Y., Aug. 21 
(AP)—A Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege scientist voiced the belief 
last night that the homing pigeon 
wings its way home by determin- 


ing the magnetic intensity it feels 
when flying through the earth’s 


Prof. Henry L. Yeagley of Penn 
State’s physics department, speak- 
ing on the General Electric 
science forum over station WGY, 
said: 

“An electric voltage results 
from flying through the magnetic 
field and the homing pigeon can 
detect this as well as the rate of 
the earth’s surface turning under 
him as he flies. 

“The magnitude of both of: 


these is different at a location 


ü 
other than the bird's home. When 
displaced from his home . the 
pigeon need only fly in the direc- 
tion which brings him more near- 
ly to the magnetic intensity and 
earth turning rate he is used to 
and he will arrive at his home 
loft.”

LAKE SUCCESS, N. T., Aug. 21 
(AP) — Russia today used the veto 
twice in rapid succession to block 
action on the applications of Italy 
and Austria for membership in 
the United Nations. | 

These were the sixth and sev- 
enth Soviet vetoes cast this week 


and they ran the Russian string 


to a total of 18 against majority 
decisions: in the Security Council. 

On both Italy and Austria, the 
vote was not on immediate admis- 
sion, but on Australian 1 
to leave the decision up to the 
General Assembly which meets in 
New Tork Sept. 16.

FILING UNDER TAFT LAW 


Board to Dismiss Them Unless N on-Commu- 4 


nist Affidavits 


Within 20 Days. 


Are Recorded 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AF) — 
Many unions today face the pros- 


against employers will be wiped 
off the Government's books under 
the Taft-Hartley act effective at 
midnight tonight. 

Robert N. Denham, general 
eounsel of the National Labor 
Relations Board, said more than 


3000 back cases in NLRB field 
offices, including all union peti- 
tions for plant elections, will be 
dismissed unless the unions regis- 
ter and file non-Communist affi- 
davits under the new law within 
20 days. 

Today is the final day of the 
Wagner act as it has existed for 
12 years. Tomorrow, labor and 
management will be under a re- 
vised Wagner act. For one thing, 
unions will be subject to charges 
of “unfair labor practices” for the 
first time. 

This revision of the Wasser act 
is the most important part of the 
Taft-Hartley law which Congress 
enacted over President Truman's 


veto on June 23. 

Today is the last day for the 
signing of closed-shop contracts. 
Any such contract signed today 
can run no longer than one year. 
(Under a closed shop, the em- 
ployer agrees to hire only union 
members). 

The 3000 NLRB cases affected 
by Denham's ruling are more than 
three-fourths of all those pending 
before the board. 

In order to keep à case alive, 
mot only the local union that be- 
gan it but also its national union 
and any other parent body (CIO 
er AFL, for example) must com- 
ply with the filing requirements 
of the new law, Denham has ruled. 

Starting tomorrow, this com- 
Pliance will also be necessary be-

Neither the CIO nor the AFI.

This would re- 
lieve them of the requirement to 
file.

Under the contract, which expired 
last week, women workers on the 
assembly lines had a pay rate 
ranging from 78% to 88% cents 
an hour, and the men’s rate was 
84% to 96% cents for a 40-hour 
week.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. Aug. 21 
(UP)—University of Michigan re- 
ported today that 65 per cent of 
American families saved money 
last year while 27 per cent used 
up past savings or went into debt. 

The report was contained in a 
study of consumer finances made 
by the university's survey research 
center for the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

A survey of the 46,300,000 family 
units in the nation showed that 
12,500,000 spent more than they 
earned during the year. Seven per 
cent of the total broke even, 
spending exactly what they earned 
and saving nothing. 

Of the savers, the majority 
tucked away from one to 20 per 
cent of their incomes, while 6 per 
cent saved as much as 50 per cent. 
More than half the total savings 
were accumulated by one-tenth of 


the people with incomes of $5000 
or more a year. 


Those who went into debt were 
chiefly families with incomes be- 
low $2000.

HE duty of the Forest Service is t 10 protect our national — 
and to sell such timber in them as it deems wise; but, for 
reasons Which bear little or no resemblance to logic or commom 


sense, the Forest Service is a part 


That this arrangement is an ad- 
ministrative aberration is obvious 
from the fact that the Department 
of Agriculture is interested in 
farm problems and thinks of trees 
as something to get rid ot so 
that there may be e land to 
cultivate. 

Moreover the department is 
completely in control of the farm 
lobbies, notably that of Edward 
A. O'Neal and his Farm Bureau. 
Further, not one of our Secretaries 
of Agriculture has been concerned 
primarily with forestry. They 
have been farmers or the repre- 
sentatives of farmers. They have 
had little understanding of forest 
problems, so the Forest Service 
has been left to itself to grow up 
hog wild. 

An Inbred Bureaucracy. 

The result has been the building 
up of one of the most inbred of 
all of our bureaucracies. It has 
too many generals and too few 
privates. One of its principal du- 
ties has been dutifully to attend 
meetings of local women’s clubs, 


Many of its many generals and 
its fewer privates are more skilled 
in propaganda than they are in 
sound forest. practices. 

The result has been that only 
once in 47 years has the Forest 
Service made a profit on its oper- 
ations. In every other year it has 
spent more money in “protecting” 
our national forests than it has 
taken in, although it has sold mil- 
lions of board feet of timber to 
sawmill operators. 

It is a close question whether 
the value of the timber now in 
the national forests equals the 
total amount of money that has 
been appropriated to the Forest 
Service during the years of its 
existence. 


The administration of our forest 
lands does not need to be carried 
on at a loss. The misapplication 
of our neatly uniformed foresters 
might be justified if they were 
operating at a profit. It is not 
right that mismanagement result- 
ing in losses to the Government 
should be hidden 1 a thick 
fog of self-serving talk 


of the Department of Agriculture, 


There are two agencies Which, 
again and again, have shown a 
profit on their management f 
forest lands. These are the Bu- 
reaus ot Indian Affairs and of 
Land Management of the Interioz 
Department. These m re 
spectively, the timber lands on the 
Indian reservations and the 
Oregon and California railroad 
lands which were taken back 
the Government when the 
reads failed to comply with the 
conditions under which the lands 
had been granted. Some of these 
lands are in national forest, soma 
in. private ownership, with thé 
larger portion administered by the 
Department of the Interior. — 

Here we have a fair comparison 
of the efficiency of different 
agencies in administering similax 
forest lands. For every dollar ex 
pended by the Department of the 
Interior for timber management 
of its revested railroad lands, the 
Government, in 1940, received $i@ 
from the sale of timber. Under 
the Forest Service, for every dolls: 
spent on its part of these same 
forests, the return was only $250 

Taking into. consideration the 
total timber operations of the twa 
departments in 1946, for every 
dollar expended by the Depart 
ment of the Interior for 
timber lands, it took in $4.13, while 
on all forest lands administered 
by che Forest Service, for every 
dollar spent, the return to the 
Government was only 56 cents. In 
short, the Department of the Ins 
terior made a profit while thé 
Forest Service operated at a 1000. 

Heavy “Supervisory” Force. 

The chief reason for the costly 
operations of the Forest Services 
is its high overhead.

But it is probable that some of the sister repub- 
lics might have looked upon this as intimidation. 
The southern peoples traditionally are suspicious 
of North American power and our attempts at 
hemispheric leadership. 

The United States does not want its position 
misconstrued, so that it seems to be telling its 
neighbors what to do. In any event, the details 
of how to meet aggression remain to be ham- 


mered out by the delegation at Rio. 
So Secretary Marshall did the ceremonious 


thing, and it was a good example of what 
diplomacy means, The General does not lose 
sight for an instant of his primary objective. 
That is to carry the Monroe Doctrine to its logi- 
cal conclusion, and to make community property 
of that historical unilateral warning to ag- 
gressors to keep out.

Food and Ruhr Miners 


The key to Western European recovery is 
more Ruhr coal production. The key to more 
Ruhr coal production: is more food for the 
miners. These two things are axiomatic. There 
are, of course, other factors contributing to the 
Ruhr problem, now under consideration by a 
British-American commission in Washington. But 
the intimate relation of food to production is 
sharply illustrated by a statement released by 
the British Government.. It reads: 

It is interesting to compare the actual is- 
sue of food with output from the mines. On 
March 4, 1946, the normal consumers’ ra- 
tion was reduced from 1500 calories to 1014 

calories per day, and in consequence the 
miners’ ration fell from 3392 to 2892 calories 

per day. Coal production immediately dipped . 

from 180,000 tons per day to 150,000 tons 
per day. 

In an attempt to rectify the condition, miners 
were given extra sandwiches in June, 1946. These 


had a-ealory count of 500. In the first week of 
this supplemental ration, coal output increased 


from 163,000 to 173,000 tons, and in the next 
few weeks rose to 178,000. A reduction in fat 
ration in July, 1946, was followed by another fall 
in coal production. In October, 1946, the 
miners’ ration.was increased to 4000 calories, 
and a gradual rise in coal production ensued. 
Coal mining is hard, dangerous, unpleasant

least plenty of nourishment. On humanitarian 
grounds, the Ruhr miners should have more 
food.

It has become eommon to refer to the 
Truman Doctrine as an extension of the 
Monroe Doctrine. But nowhere have I seen 
pointed out that the form it is now pro- 
posed to give to this doctrine was regard- 
ed favorably by Monroe himself; was urged 
still more definitely by his predecessor in 
the presidency, Madison, and was implicit 
in advice proffered to Monroe by still an- 
other ex-President, Thomas Jefferson, 

If the form those elder statesmen fa- 
vored had been adopted in their time, in- 
stead of 124 years later, many wars, in- 


cluding probably two World Wars, might 


have been avoided and civilization might 
be in better shape than it happens to be 
at the moment. 


The thing becomes the more disturbing 
when we reflect that the forces which de- 
feated those earlier leaders were of the 
kind which a century later were to defeat 
atill another President, Woodrow Wilson.

Canning’s offer of British support in re- 
sisting any design of the Holy Alliance 
(Austria, Russia and Prussia) to reconquer 
the Spanish colonies in the Western Hem- 
isphere, the President immediately con- 
sulted with his predecessors, Madison and 
Jefferson, 


“Anywhere in the World” 


Madison took a line which in effect was 
this: “Of course, we must accept the pro- 
posal of the British Government, but we 
ought not to limit the principle of the pol- 
icy to the Western Hemisphere. Let us de- 
clare now, in company with Britain, that a 


‘weak nation, anywhere in the world, threat- 


ened by a powerful neighbor, shall receive 
our support in defense of its right to life.” 


Even in 1803, Jefferson saw the desira- 
bility, in dealing with Bonaparte, of fore- 
casting “a closer connection with Great 
Britain,” the possibility of the holding of 
the Western world “in sequestration for 
the common purposes of the united British 
and American nations,” 

By 1823 this general conception of Amer- 
ican foreign policy had become stronger 
still in Jefferson's mind, In his letter to 
Monroe he wrote: 

“Nor is the occasion to be slighted which 
this proposition (i. e., Canning’s) offers of 
declaring our protest against the atrocious 
violations of the rights of nations by the 
interference of anyone in the internal af- 
fairs of another so flagitiously begun by 


Bonaparte and now continued by the equal- 
ly lawless alliance, calling itself Holy.” 


The reasons which prompted even then 
the “larger view” of the Monroe Doctrine 
have disturbing resemblance to present 
problems, The Holy Alliance, initiated by 
Russia, had become a sort of Axis of the 
dictatorship powers carrying on a crusade 
against parliamentary movements. 


The passages in Jefferson’s letter which 
seem to represent a final summing up of 
his thought are these: 


“Great Britain is the nation which can 
do us the most harm of any one, or all, on 
earth; and with her on our side we need 
not fear the whole world. With her then 
we should most sedulously cherish a cof- 
dial friendship.” 


Thus wrote the reputedly Anglophobe 
Jefferson. Since his day the power posi- 
tions of the two countries have been 
reversed. 


A Guide to Our Future 


In considering our course, we have to 
take into account such facts as these: The 
British overseas communities, the British 
dominions of Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa have today a popula- 
tion three times as large as the popula- 
tion of the United States of Jefferson's day. 


Those dominions with potential resources 
perhaps as great as those of the United 
States have a population about equal to 
the American population of Lincoln's time, 
They could conceivably represent the real 
“New World” of our generation, 


What they and Britain stand for, and 
with whom they are to cast their lot, is 
still enormously important for free men 
everywhere. 

John Latane, in his “History of Ameri- 
can Foreign Policy,” remarks that the 
opinions of Monroe, Jefferson and Madi- 
son “in favor of a broad declaration against 
the intervention of great powers in the 
affairs of weaker states in any part of the 
world, have been severely criticized by some 
historians and ridiculed by others.” 

But, adds Latane, “time and circum- 
stance bring some changes,” and many 
even after the First World War, wondered 
whether the three elder statesmen were 
not right, and Adams and Clay, who suc- 
cessfully opposed them, were not wrong. 

We cannot alter the past. But we may 
use the past to shape our future.

Lafcadio Hearn, Greek-Irish interpreter 
of Japan to the Occident, has long been a 
natural subject for a fictionized biography.

With such varied residences and inter- 
ests, Patricio Lafcadio Tessima Carlos 
Hearn would tax the érudition of anyone 
attempting a novelized life. In addition, his 
letters and conversation romanticized an 
existence that would excite incredulity 
without such embroidery. 


Mr. Wedeck's task, accordingly, has been 


‘Gargantuan. If his own life hadn’t rivaled 


Hearn’s, he probably never would have at- 
tempted it, and certainly couldn't have 
made it so uniformly convincing and vivid. 
Like Hearn, he was educated in the British 
Isles and France. He has sojourned all 
over the world and written on the Orient 
for newspapers and magazines, Like Hearn, 
he is a teacher, now chairman of classical 
languages in the New York educational 
system. 

Hearn made bitter enemies as well as 
loyal friends. Their books on him are mu- 
tually contradictory. Mr. Wedeck states 
that he has read all the material; so has 
this reviewer. The book sticks pretty close 
to demonstrable fact or highly probable

As a nocturnal rambler in New Orleans, 
Hearn emerges as a child of pleasure with 
no pretense to conventional morality. He 
ferreted out erotic lore, voodoo secrets, en- 
ticing recipes. In Japan he became a con- 
noisseur of folkways and religious p 
tices of the old Japan, despising the na- 
tion's efforts to ape the West. 


Mr. Wedeck's writing suggests Hearn’s 
style.

The book is 
more than caviar to the general, It is 
a valuable work on a writer now being 
included in more and more anthologies 
and whose fame is coming, as he dreamed

HIS former capital of the onetime Spanish colonial kingdom 
of Goathemala, which comprised all that we now call Central 
America plus a chunk of Mexico, is.a good place in which to 


speculate on the Western Hemisphere, 


Within the spectacular ruins of 
a town of 80,000 people—the finest 
overseas example of the piety, 
cruelty and splendor that were 
Spain—some 10,- | 
000 to 15,000 re- 
main at the 
service of tour- 
ists, Antiguan- 
ans and lovers 
of bygone beau- 
ty. And over 
these the black 
buzzards — the 
scavengers of 
Central America 
—perch upon the 
roofs as though 
awaiting still an- 
other catastro- 
phe.

To get education, hygiene, roads 
and reservoirs, the state needs 
money. Fortunes in Guatemala 
are badly distributed. Most people 
are much too poor.

NEW WAY FOUND 
FOR PUTTING DEPTH 
INTO PHOTOGRAPHS 


Third Dimension Effect Cre- 
ated by Two Transpar- 
ent Screens. 


NEW-YORK, Aug. 21 (AP)—A 
new method of putting depth—the 
third dimension—into pictures for 
commercial display was shown 
yesterday. 

The inventor is Harold A. Back- 
us, an engineer, who developed the 
photographic process for Bond 
Displays, Inc., of Philadelphia. 
His pictures have depth, like 
those viewed in a stereoptican. 
But a person looking at Backus’s 
pictures does not need any visual 
aid to see the depth, The third 
dimensional effect is created by 
two transparent screens, one used 
in the camera when the picture 
is taken and the other placed over 
the developed negative. Otherwise, 
a standard camera and lens are 
used, with color or standard film. 
The exhibits yesterday were 
transparencies—negatives in color 
with à light shining through them. 
In some the depth effect was so 
pronounced that objects in the 
foreground seemed to protrude 
from the picture. 
Backus said the method might 
be developed for use in streetcar 
or subway posters, or for special 
illustrations in magazines. The 
special screens would have to be 
placed over the pictures, Any flat 
print of the pictures otherwise 
would appear blurred, and without 
depth, 

The screens have hundreds of 
tiny lenses which scetter light in 
certin directions, Because of this, 
the two eyes of an observer each 
see slightly different parts of 
the same picture, like in normal 
vision.

to 4400 Jewish refugees aboard 


three British ships off southern“ 


France, ordering them to disem- 
bark by & p.m. tomorrow or be 
transported to Germany. 

A Foreign Office announcement 
said that if the Jews declined to 
go ashore, “the ships will sail for 
the British zone of Germany 
where their passengers will be im- 
mediately disembarked.” 

The refugees, who are without 
visas for Palestine, were inter- 
cepted by British craft off the 
Holy Land coast as they tried to 
evade the British blockade last 
month in the vessel called “Ex- 
odus of 1947.“ They were placed 


aboard the three British ships 
and returned on July 29 to 
France, where they began their 
voyage. They have been off the 
town of Port de Bouc, refusing 
to disembark, ever since. 

The jews will be taken to the 
Bergen-Belsen displaced persons 
camp if the ultimatum is ignored, 
a spokesman for the international 
refugee organization said at Ham-

CHILEAN DEPUTIES VOTE 
FOR EXTRA POWERS IN STRIKE 


SANTIAGO, Aug. 21 (AP)—The: 
Chamber of Deputies approved to- 
day, 82 to 29, a law granting the 
government extraordinary powers, 
including suspension of individual 
liberties and seizure of essential 
industries, to cope with Com- 
munist-led “illegal strikes.” The 
bill goes to the Senate for action 
tomorrow. 

President Gabriel Gonzalez vi 
dela told the legislature the “plan 
of action of the extremist groups 
is to promote, stimulate and main- 
tain partial strikes to lead into a 
general strike, placing the stability 
of the government in danger.” 

Certain areas of Chile, such as 
the industrialized provinces 
Concepcion and Arauco, were 
crippled by strikes and declared 
in an emergency zone.

SHOWER COSTS $100 


Claims to Have Developed 
Cloud-Dusting Treatment 
Moderately Successful. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 21 
(UP)— A firm of crop-dusting avi- 


ators claims it has perfected a 
new “cloud treatment” technique 
which—to date—has given it a 
100 per cent batting average in 
rain-making. 

As a result, said H. A. (Buzz) 
Hershfield Jr., vice president of 
Aerial Crop Service, Inc., the com- 
pany is ready to do business for 
cornbelt farmers who are gloom- 
ily watching their crop shrivel in 
the baking sun. 

Hershfield declined to go into 
the details of the new technique 
he said the firm had perfected: 
He claimed it was an improvement 
in the dry ice method. 

“We've tried four times and 
have been successful four times,” 
he said. “Now we're ready to make 
rain for a price.” 

Just what the tab will be re- 
mains to be seen after the rain. 
Hershfield explained “there will 
be no guarantee on the amounts 
of rain we bring and our prices 
will vary accordingly.” 


In the four test cases, he said,

one rain was a heavy downpour, 
while the others were moderate 
in amounts. 

“We can make it rain,” he said, 
“but the amount and the area hit 
depends on a lot of uncontrollable 
conditions and, as a result, our 
price list is a little complicated.” 
Dust-settling showers, he said, 
would cost $100. Soaking rains of 
one-half to one inch are worth 
$500 and run-off rains of an inch 
or more hit the cash register to 
the tune of $1000.

UAW Tells Truman Met- 
al Industry Is Restrict- 
ing Output and Produc- 
tion Capacity. 


DETROIT, Aug. 21 (AP)—Gen- 
eral Motors Corp.'s plan to cut 
production because of a reported 
steel shortage brought a demand 
for a Government investigation of 
the steel situation today from 
Walter P. Reuther, CIO United 
Auto Workers president. | 

After C. E. Wilson, General Mo- 
tors president, announced the 
‘Icompany would close some plants 
and curtail schedules in others the 
last week of August or the ‘first 
week of September, Reuther dis- 
closed contents of a letter he sent 
to President Truman, asking for 
an investigation of what he called 
the steel industry's “restriction of 
production and production ca- 
pacity.” 

“Charging” steel monopolists” 


with “putting a straight jacket on 
the whole American economy,” 
Reuther repeated his frequent 
contention that the steel industry 
has been responsible for unneces- 

sary restriction of production. 


Blames Industry for Layoffs. 

“The refusals of the steel in- 
dustry to take necessary steps to 
insure maximum utilization of 
present capacity has meant short 
work weeks and recurrent lay- 
joffs in the auto industry and 
others throughout the last year,” 
Reuther charged. 

The General Motors shutdown 
will affect Chevrolet and Pontiac 
production, Wilson's statement 
said, with Pontiac division work- 
ers idle from Friday night until 
[Sept. 2. Announcement of Chev- 
rolet diviison closing dates was to 
come later. 

Buick, Oldsmobile, Cadillac and 
General Motors truck and coach 
plants “will not be closed,” Wilson 
said. A total of 70,200 workers 
may be affected by the shutdowns. 

The statement added that ad- 
vantage would be taken of the 
shutdown to take annual inven- 
tories in such plants as normally 
pone a take them near the year 
en
